WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Forma- 
tion ..of a. ‘‘militant’’. Republican Pro- 
gressive bloc in the Senate, with a 
program independent of that to be 
formulated by the regular party or- 
ganization and the Administration, 
was forecast today by Senator Gerald 
P. Nye of North Dakota, enthusiastic 
advocate of the McNary-Haugen 
form of farm relief legislation. 

The call sounded by Mr. Nye put 
forward Senator Norris of Nebraska 
for Progressive ae? in the 
Senate. * 

Senator Nye’ s ; program for legisla- 
tion through a: coalition’ of the Boul- 
der Dam, Muscle Shoals and farm 
relief blocs of Jast Winter and the 
flood relief group’ is as follows: 

Immediate adoption of farm relief 
legislation closely following the lines 
‘of the McNary-Haugen bill of last 
Winter. — 

Authorization of sufficient appro- 
priations by Congress to “‘forever in- 
sure’’ the Mississippi Valley against 
another such flood disaster as swept 
through it last Spring. 

No tax reductions whatever. 

Application. of .whatever..surplus is 
left in the Treasury to reducing the 
public debt. 


Possible Trouble to ola Parties. 


This is the first serious effort to 
bring the Progressives of the Senate 
together in an organized group this 
year. Such an organization, if ef- 
fected, might ‘wield great influence 
in the next Senate, where the bal- 
ance of power between: Republicans 
and Democrats is narrow. 

Regular. Republican and Demo- 
cratic groups alike might have to 
trade with the Progressives on the 
basis of Senator Nye’s' program, it 
is argued,:in order to save their own 
party programs from defeat at the 
hands of the insurgents. | 

Senator Nye says he believes he 
can count “right now’’ on twelve 
Senators joining the - Progressive 
group. 

“We lacked organization last ses- 
sion,’’ Senator Nye said. ‘‘Otherwise 
we would have made a far better 
record.. Now; we definitely hold the 
balance of power in the Senate.

PARIS, Sept. 14. —Isadora Duncan, 
the American dancer, tonight met a 
tragic death at Nice‘on. the Riviera. 
According to dispatches’ from Nice 
Miss Duncan was hurled in an ex- 
traordinary manner from an open 
automobile in:which she was:riding 
and instantly killed. by the force of 
her fall to, the stone pavement.. - 

Affecting, as was her. habit, an 
unusual costume, Miss Duncan was 
wearing an immense iridescent silk 
scarf wrapped about her neck and 
streaming in long folds, part ‘of 
which was swathed about her body 
with part trailing behind. After an 
evening walk along the Promenade 
des Anglais about 10 o "clock, she en- 
tered an open’ rented car, directing 
the. driver to take her .to the hotel 
where she was staying. 

As. she took her seat in the car 
nejther. she nor the driver noticed 
that one of the loose ends fell out- 
side over the side of ‘the’ car and 
was caught in the rear wheel of the 
machine. 


Dragged Bodily’ Poittie'Car. 

- The automobile was. going at: full 
speed when the scarf of strong silk 
suddenly began winding around the 
wheel and with terrific farce dragged | 
Miss Duncan, arotind whom it was 
securely wrapped, bodily over the 
side of the car, precipitating her 
with «violence against the cobble- 
stone street. She was dragged for 
several yards before the chauffeur 
halted, attracted by her cries in the 
street. 

Medical’ aid immediately was sum- 
moned,: hut it. was stated that she 
had been strangled and killed in- 
stantly. 

This end to a life full of many 
pathetic episodes was received as a 
great shock in France, where, despite 
her numerous eccentric traits, Miss 
Duncan. was regarded as a great 
artist. Her great popularity in 
France was increased by the entire 
nation’s sympathy when in 1913 her 
two young children also perished in 
an automobile tragedy. The car in 
which they had been left seated 
started, driverless, down a hill and 
plunged over a bridge into the Seine 
River. 

During the war she ecdoad the 
further gratitude of the. French by 
turning over hér palatial home here 
for war relicf headquarters. 


Husband Committed Suicide. 


Her love affair with the young 
poet laureate of Soviet Russia, Serge 
Essinjn, terminated in divorce and 
Essinin’s suicide two years ago. She 
herself was reported to have made 
an attempt at suicide in the’ Mediter- 
ranean. ‘ 
‘Miss Duncan,’ reduced in her re- 
sources Fecently, succeeded through 
the aid of friends in.completing plans 
for a school of. aesthetics’ which’ she 
meant to start on the Riviera. 

It was recently a current. rumor 
among the friends of Miss Duncan 
that she would find happiness in ‘a 
marriage with an American, “which 
was to be celebrated at Nice Oct. 11.

She slept. yesterday 
for the first time since Saturday 
morning while the two robbers. con- 
fessed and were held for arraign- 
ment today in the Jefferson Market 
court. They: said they were Edward 
Kelly. .22 years old, and Paul Jef- 
feries, 23, both waiters, and gave 
their addresses as 136 Henry Street. 

Miss Harvey had been a. guest at 
the  Martinique,- an annex of the 
Hotel McAlpin, at.

SOUGHT NEW WORLD RECORD. 


Fliers Were Within Mark Up to 
Time They Reached Japan. 


When William §. Brock and Ed- 
ward F. Schlee hopped off from 
Harbour Grace, N. F., Aug. 27, their 


intention was to try to better the 
record for a round-the-world journey 
set by Linton Wells and E. 8S, Evans, 
who circumnavigated the globe in 28 
days, 14 hours and 58 minutes. 

They kept -well within the record 
established by Wells and Evans up 
to the time they reached Japan, but, 
their only hope to complete the cir-: 
cuit of the globe within the specified 
time was to continue their journey 
from Tokio to this country by air- 
plane,there being no available steam- 
er connections that would take them 
either to Honolulu, San Francisco or 
Vancouver in time. 

Brock and Schlee planned origi 
nally to fly from Tokio to Sand Is- 
land of the tiny Midway group, a 
mere speck in the Pacific, 2,400 miles 
from Japan, and then after refuel- 
ling, to fly to Honolulu, 1,440 miles 
distant with a final overwater hop 
of 2,400 miles to San Francisco, 

It was realized that the project was 
hardly feasible. The Midway island 
is a small spot on the ocean and 
has no landing facilities whatsoever, 
so that even if the fliers successfully 
negotiated the long hop and made a 
safe landing on the soft, sandy beach 
it would virtually have been most 
difficult for them to take off again 
with the heavy load of gasoline that 
they necessarily would have to carry 
for their 1,440-mile jump to Honolulu. 
The fate of so many fliers who have 
attempted the journey between the 
mainland of America and the Haw- 
aiian Islands, too, tended to increase 
the opinion that the risk was too 
great. Moreover, there were no oil 
or fuel supplies at Midway Islands 
and no provision had been made for 
them to be sent there.

“The plane is in perfect condition 
and the weather will not bother us 
much,’’ she announced, ‘‘We expect 
to take off Sunday and land in Paris 
without incident.’ 

ile the two fliers gave every 
evidence of being determined to go 
ahead with the hazardous flight, they 
faced tonight what may be a serious 
stumbling biock in the person of J. 

. Lannin, owner of Roosevelt Field. 
Mr. Lannin, who also owns the Gar- 
den City Hotel, where transatlantic 
fliers have stopped while awaiting 
their take-offs, does not want them 
to use his field. 

‘‘While I have all the admiration in 
the world for the great pioneers of 
the science of aviation, recent disas- 
ters have brought home to every one 
the futility of undertaking long 
flights over water without every pre- 
caution possible,’’ 


Rules on Equipment. 

In line with this he has laid down 
the foilowing rules for all would-be 
transatlantic fliers who choose Roose- 
velt Field as a point of departure: 
They must have an airplane with 
more than one motor; it must be 
equipped with some device permit- 
ting it to alight and rise from the 
water; it must have a radio and an 
emergency radio employing kites or 
some other device permitting signal- 
ing from the surface of the ocean; it 
must need phe mort cay and an must 
pass r nspection by experts. 

Miss Hider and Captain Haidemen 
indicated surprise and some con- 
sternation when informed of Mr. 
Lannin’s stand, but as they had not 
been informed officially of whether 
it was final, were non-committal as 
to what they would do. 

“It’s a great surprise to us. It cer- 
tainly spoils our plans, but I’m sure 
we can find some way out,” said 
Captain Haldeman. ‘‘We'’re too tired 
to figure it out tonight.

1834 TREATY IN RUM CASE. 


Gives New Jersey No Jurisdiction 
Over Boat. Seized in Hudson. 


A treaty entered into by New York 
State and New Jersey on June 28, 
1834, was the ground upon which 
Federal Judge William N. Runyon, 
sitting in Newark yesterday, dis- 
missed the libel proceedings against 
the motor taunch Rosemary. The 
boat was seized in the Hudson River 
off Fifteenth Street, Hoboken, last 
Nov. 15, and 400 cases of alleged 
whisky were found aboard. United 
States Attorney Walter G. Winne in- 
stituted libel proceedings. 

Judge Runyon ruled that because 
the boat was captured in the river 
and not moored to a boat or dock 
that the libel had been sought in the 
wrong Federal jurisdiction. He held 
that the Southern District Court .of 
New York and not the New Jersey 
District had jurisdiction. 

Article 3 of the treaty, by which 
the police control of the Holland Ve- 
hicular Tunnel has also been de- 
cided, follows: 

“The State of New York shall have 
and enjoy exclusive jurisdiction of 
and over all of the waters of the my 
of New .York; and: of and over all 
the waters of the Hudson River ly- 
ing: west of Manhattan to the south 
of the mouth of Spuyten Duyvel

Program Starts With Arrival of the 
Leviathan—Washington Insures

PARIS, Sept. 14.—Plans for the 
Paris convention of the American 
Legion, begun several years. ago, 
were finally completed today. The 
conchiding details of one of the most 
ambitious undertakings ever con- 
ceived by an American organization 
have been whipped into shape, and 
on Monday morning between 15,000 
and 18,000 members and their fami- 
lies will have assembled here for the 
opening sessions at the Palace of the 
Trocadero 

The official activities will begin on 

Friday, when the Leviathan, the flag- 
Ship of the Legion fleet of fifteen 
liners, reaches. Cherbourg with Gen- 
eral Pershing, National Commander 
Savage and leading members of 
the Legion. 
They will be recetved with solemn 
honors when they debark. When 
the gg boat trains reach the 
Gare Lazare here, another and 
even more imposing reception will 
be accorded. 

Paris has been profusely decorated 
and illuminated. Hundreds of Le- 
gionaires have been working night 
and day to make the convention the 
most memorable in the history of the 
war veterans. 

he American Red Cross, the 
Knights of Columbus, the Salvation 
Army and the American Library As- 
sociation have ali sent large staffs to 
Paris to ¢ooperate with the Legion 
in providixg amusements and bodily 
comforts.

seriously, in automobile accidents, 
and in 1913 her two children were 
drowned in the Seine River, near 
Paris, when their automobile crashed 
into the river. 

Later in the same year she was 5e- 
riously injured in an automobile ac- 
cident, and in May, 1924, was 
knocked unconscious when her car 
was in collision with another in Len- 
ingrad. On other occasions she nar- 
rowly escaped death from drowning. 
One of these. accidents occured at 
Nice, where she was killed. 
Isadora Duncan was the first ex- 
ponent of the modern version of 
classical dances and as such won 
fame and much criticism in this and 
many foreign countries. She was 
born in San Francisco in 1880 and 
made her first stage ayneteance at 
Daly’s Theatre in s city when she 
was 15 years old. She appeared as 
a fairy in Augustin Daly’s. company 
giving “A Midsummer Night’s 

ream.’” 

It was a year or two later that she 
conceived her idea of interpretative 
dancing, and so well did she place 
her offering before the _ theatre- 
going public that within a few years 
she had amassed a considerable for- 


tune and her name was famous on 
two continents. 


She introduced what was then the 
shocking novelty of dancing with 
her limbs bare and her body clothed 
only in wisps of the most translu- 
cent material. In Paris and London 
she soon became the vogue, and she 
opened a number of dancing schools 
in different large cities in Europe. 
Then came the first of the many 
tragedies that later swept through 
her life, 

Though she had never married 
she had two children, Patrick, 5 
years old, and Deidre, a year young- 
er. She had often said that she de- 
spised the ‘institution of marriage, 
and. she would never reveal e 
name.of the father of her children. 
The children were drowned in the 
River Seine in France, when the 
automobile in which they were rid- 
ing ran over an emb ént and 
plunged into the river.

GENEVA, Sept. 14.—M. Briand, 
who has often proved a political wiz- 
ard in adjusting difficulties of post- 
war Europe, has made a proposal 
which may help the Eighth Assembly 
of the League of Nations to clear up 
the disarmament muddle that has 
troubled it since the opening of the 
session. 

The Third Commission, which has 
been handling the subject- since the 
general debate ended, has become 
more and more engulfed in new sets 
of resolutions, compacts and cove- 
nants until it is apparent that some- 
thing definite must happen if the 
commission is to-make a report. M. 
Briand has not yet appeared before 
the commission, but he began mak- 
ing plans yesterday after his. col- 
league, Paul Boncour, went further 
even than the representative of Hol- 
land at the plenary session in de- 
manding a revision of the protocol. 


Would Concentrate Efforts. 


M. Briand’s opinion, which may be 
soon recorded as the Assembly’s de- 
cision, is that all. the proposers of 
new covenants have gone too far for 
the present stage of the general 
European situation. What the French 
Foreign Minister, therefore, sug- 
gests is that the commission shall do 
nothing now but work upon a pro- 
gram for. the Preparatory Disarma- 
ment Commission, so that this com- 
mission, which is due to meet in 
November, shall not delay in getting 
started beyond January and shall re- 
main in session until a complete dis- 
armament scheme has been drafted. 

Then—and here is the crux of his 
argument—this program will be pre- 
sented with the definite understand- 
ing, to be recorded at the present 
pecear gooey that a new security cove- 
nant will 
the Ninth Assembly a year hence.. 

Thus. he would make security and 
disarmament contingent upon each 
other. Otherwise, as he’ himself ex- 
pressed it, ‘‘the work of the Disar- 
mament Commission will-spell.rear- 
mament, as it seems impossible to 
get all the powers to agree without 
suspicion to a security protocol until 
they see how far disarmament is to 
progress.”’ 

M. Briand leaves Friday for a Cab- 
inet meeting in Paris and may make 
no proposals to the commission until 
he returns, probably on Monday. To- 
day he met Dr. Stresemann; Sir Aus- 
ten Chamberlain and Signor Scialoja 
and talked over the foregoing project 
which met with their approval. 


Spurred by Smaller States. 


It is admitted now by the repre- 
sentatives of all the great powers 
that in face of the determined move- 
ment by the smaller States toward 
forcing the disarmament issue no 
long delay can be permitted before 
getting the Preparatory Commission 
again at work. This naturally agrees 
with the German thesis, and it is 
understood that as a result of the 
meeting even Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain, now benevolently neutral on the 
Subject of the protocol, would not 
oppose it a year hence provided cer- 
tain changes were incorporated that 
would make it acceptable to the 
British dominions.

SHANGHAI, Sept. 14.—Rear Ad- 
miral Mark L. Bristol, new Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the United States 
Asiatic Fleet, will leave for Pex- 
ing Saturday afternoon aboard the 
U: S.S. Cincinnati. He plans to spend 
a. week or ten days in the North 
in. order, he said, ‘‘to get in touch 
with all sides of the situation and 
to meet personally the legation mem- 
bers and to discuss things with Brig. 
Gen. Butler,” commander of the 
American marines in China. 

The. chief of America’s forces in 
the China station said this evening 
that he did not expect to remain in 
Peking for more than five or six 
days, adding that his journey has 
no special significance beyond a dc- 
sire to acquaint himself with condi- 
tions. 

Incidentally,..two destroyer divi- 
sions of America’s China squadron 
are planning to départ for the South 
soon and to make’ friendly calls at 
Singapore and other ports. Part of 
the group of about ‘fourteen ships, 
including the Black are go- 
ing as far as Jaya. 8: will re- 
move the major portion of Amer- 
ica’s warships directly in Chinese 
waters, and. is taken to indicate 
a belief on the part of Admiral Bris- 
tol that the situation here is no 
longer serious enough to demand 
such an intensive patrol in the 
Yangtse and in other areas,: which 
have been heavily protected since 
the Spring.

Hoyt Announces No Further 
Time Will Be Granted to 
Out-of-Town Vehicles. 


HE EXPECTS NO TROUBLE 


Asserts That Only the Smaller 
Lines Have Failed to Get 
Terminal Facilities. 


The police regulation prohibiting 
the parking of suburban and inter- 
urban buses on the streets of New 
York City expired last midnight, and 
today the police will begin enforcing 
the order. There will be no further 
extension of the regulation, which 
already has been extended twice be- 
cause of the delay in opening the 
vehicular tunnels under the Hudson 
River. The order was designed to 
relieve traffic congestion which Po- 
lice Commissioner Warren expected 


would be great followi: the open- 
ing of the tunnels. se i 


In announcing that there would be 


no further extension of the order, 
First Deputy Police Commissioner 
Hoyt declined to indicate precisely 
what action the police authorities 
would take against any bus opera- 
tors who may defy the order. 

“Our last check-up on the situa- 
tion,’” said Commissioner Hoyt, 
“showed that thirty bus operators 
had engaged terminal facilities, while 
twenty-four had not. Since we made 
that canvass, we have been notified 
that twelve of the twenty-four had 
made provisions to get terminal fa- 
cilities, while we have been privately 
informed that three additional oper- 
ators were ing efforts to find 
accommodations for their buses. 

“The operators who have not en- 
gaged facilities are, as a rule, run- 
ning only one bus into and out of 
New York City. daily to some. subur- 
ban town. We do not expect any 
trouble in enforcing the order.”’

An indict- 
ment charges him with the killing of 
Charles Herkovitz, a real estate 
broker, of 565 Fifth Avenue, and 
Henry C. Cohen, a lawyer, of 2,094 
Creston Avenue, the Bronx.

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PLANS NEW RESORT 
FOR PALISADES PARK 


Commission Will Transform 
Hook Mountain Section Into 
River Playground. 


MOTOR ROAD TO BE BUILT 


Announcement Says Work Will Be 
Pushed, With Opening Expected 
» by Next Summer. 


Development of the Hook Mountain 
section of the Palisades Interstate 
Park as a new steamboat and motor 
excursion resort on the west side of 
the Hudson, midway between the 
Palisades and the Harriman Park at 
Bear Mountain, will be pushed by 
the Park Commission to make pos- 
sible its enjoyment by the public in 
a large degree by next Summer. This 
announcement was made yesterday 
by the Commissioners of the Palisade 
Interstate Park, 25 Broadway. 

Funds for the purpose hove been 
allotted out of the State park bond 
issue adopted in 1925, and construc- 
tion equipment is now being assem- 
bled on the site. 

Steamboat travel to this park will 
first be made possible, and to that 
end construction will soon be begun 
on a pier about a mile north of Rock- 
land Lake Landing, at the site of 
the abandoned power house. The 
gouging of the river front of Hook 

ountain by ———— led to its 
acquisition by the park to conserve 
the beauty of the west bank of the 
Hudson. 

The excursion steamers owned by 
the commission will be able to land 
—* ers from the Battery in New 

ork in an hour and a half, and 
from the Harlem piers in an hour, 
which will make possible at least 
two round trips a day. This will pro- 
vide a Hudson River Sra ten 
miles nearer to New York City and 
Northern New Jersey communities, 
than any now existing except the 
Palisades. 

Provision also will be made for im- 
proved access by motorists. At pres- 
ent the shore under Hook Mountain 
is inaccessible for the most part ow- 
ing to cliffs and rough slopes. Major 
W. A. Welch, general manager and 
chief engineer of the commission, has 
planned a new motor road, extending 
along the foot of the cliffs, from 
Upper Nyack, under Verdreitege 
Hook, past. Rockland Lake Landing, 
to Haverstraw, a distance of five 
miles. 

Such a road, it was said, would 
relieve the congestion on other routes 
on the west bank of the Hudson and 
make another scenic route, compar- 
able with the Storm King Highway 
and the Bear Mountain Bridge ap- 
proach. 

The shore highway along the slope 
north of the steamboat dock, to Sned- 
deker’s Landing and Haverstraw, 
will be laid so as to _— in their 
present wild state the summit ridge 
and the steep bluff of red sandstone, 
which overhangs the river.

Former Sees Drinking Worse Than 
Ever, While Latter Defends Law 
as Preserver of Liberty. 





Arthur Garfield Hays, attorney 
for the Civil Liberties Union, and 
Orville S. Poland, general counsel 
for the Anti-Saloon League of New 
York, debated for an hour and twen- 
ty minutes last night in the club- 
‘house of the Steuben Society of 
America, 89 Hanson Place, Brook- 
lyn, on the subject: ‘‘Resolved, That 
the Prohibition Laws Are Desirable 
Legislation.’”’ Mr. Poland took the 
affirmative. There was no decision. 
The debate was broadcast over Sta- 
tions WOR and WMAF. 

Mr. Poland argued that those who 
believed in rareng liberty must be- 
lieve in prohibition because it meant 
the limitation of the liberties of 
some persons to preserve the rights 
of the many. He said the Eighteenth 
Amendment guaranteed personal lib- 
erty to a greater extent than the Bill 
of Rights. He declared the use of 
alcohol as a beverage affected others 
than the drinker, caused murder, 
rioting, brawling, indecency and 
sometimes loss of family support. 
“The prohibitionists have developed 
a new constitution, it seems,’’ said 
Mr. Hays, ‘‘which holds that all 
men are created wicked, that they 
are entitled to life if they don’t 
drink, liberty if they don’t drink and 
the pursuit of gloom and that the 
Government derives its powers from 
the consent of the Anti-Saloon 
League. : 

“Drinking and intoxication are 
worse than ever. We are now 80 
accustomed to drinking gin and 
whisky that it would be hard for 
America to get back to wine and 
beer. Tobacco will next be prohib- 
ited. Religious excesses are the 
worst of all, yet I would not attempt 
to prohibit religion. Liberty, after 
all, is the right to be damned in our 
own way. Every guarantee of our 
Constitution is being continually 
violated.”’ 


DROWNING WITNESS HELD. 


Writ Denied for Man Whose Testi- 
many Is Needed In Goldstein Case. 


An application for a writ of habeas 
corpus to free William Wagner, who 
is detained in the Raymond Street 
Jail, Brooklyn, as a material witness 
in the District Attorney’s investiga- 
tion of the drowning of Benjamin 
Goldstein, was dismissed by Supreme 
Court Justice Leander B. Faber in 
Kings County, yesterday. A few days 
ago, after Wagner had been com- 
mitted to the jail in bail of $25,000 
by Judge Alonzo G. McLaughlin his 
release was sought in a certiorari 

roceeding. Justice Faber dismissed 
he eecoending on the ground he had 
no authority to review the action of 
Judge McLaughlin. 

Wagner. is regarded by the Prose- 
cutor as the chief witness for the 
State against the defendants, jointly 
indicted on charges of murdering 
Goldstein. ‘They are Irving Rubin- 
zahl, Harry Greenberg and Joseph 
Lefkowitz. 7

Commission Is Not Expected to. Ask 
Many Revisions—City Fight 
“Starts Wednesday. 


There is excellent authority for the 
belief that proprietors of apartment 
hotels who have permitted their ten- 
ants to cook in their private suites, 
in violation of the Tenement House 
act, have little or nothing to expect 


of the next session of the State Legis- | th 


lature by way of a’removal or modi- 
fication of that restriction. 

* Representatives of the apartment 
house interests in this city tried last 
Winter to persuade the State Legis- 
lature to remove the old inhibition 
or, at least, so to modify its limita- 
tions.as to make them innocuous as 
applied to modern. ng family 
constructions of the higher types. 
They were unsuccessful. The bill 
which they sponsored never was re- 
ported out of the Assembly Judiciary 
Committee. 

The gape meso y however, did pass 
a bill, advocated by various realty 
erganizations, constituting a Legisla- 
tive Commission to investigate dur- 
ing the Summer the whole subject of 
rh ent house and tenement house 
abuses, and to formulate recom- 
mendations to the next session of the 
Legislature if it found revision of the 
present Tenement House act desir- 
able. That commission took volumi- 
nous testimony in this city. Its mem- 
bers listened to the champions of 
both sides and also to officials of 
the city Tenement House Depart- 
ment, the Fire Department and the 
Building Department. It is said that 
its conclusions will soon be made. 


May Urge Some Changes. 


It is considered likely that the 
commission will recommend certain 
modifications of some of the present 
law’s provisions, but it is declared 
that, in the face of the testimony by 
the insurance underwriters, the Fire 
Commissioner and the Fire Depart- 
ment Chief that the utilization of 
high-power electric currents in the 
so-called serving pantries by tenants 
for cooking purposes constitutes a 
serious fire hazard, the: commission 
will decline to take the responsi- 
bility of asking for any material 
modification of the act. 

Apartment hotel owenrs and oper- 
tors have cherished the hope and 
have held out the assurance to ten- 
ants that recommendations to be 
made by the commission would re- 
voke this section of the old law, 
which they have pronounced obso- 
lete when applied to a modern 0 a 
class structure and would bring 
about new legislation to permit 
cooking at least in such structures 
as have been already erected. That 
hope, it now appears, is not likely to 
be realized.

TAX RELIEF SOUGHT 
BY STATE AUTHORITIES 


Officials at Saranac Inn Declare 
the Burden Is Too Great 
on Realty. 


SARANAC INN, N. Y., Sept. 14 
(?).—Relief of the tax burden of real 
property was discussed here today at 
a conference of the State Tax Com- 
mission and the joint legislative com- 
mittees of taxation. and _ retrench- 
ment. The purpose of the conference 
is the formulation of a program for 
solving the tax problems of the State 
and its subdivisions. 

Senator Seabury C. Mastick of 
Westchester, Chairman of the Senate 
Committee, who presided, said it had 
become apparent that the burden of 
taxation on real property was from 
the localities and not from the State. 

Assemblyman Walter L. . Pratt; 
Chairman of the Assembly Commit- 
tee, expressed concern over the 
sources of new taxes that would 
have to be raised to relieve real 
property. He asserted that the tax 
system was “‘radically in need of re- 
vision’’ in view of the fact that real- 
ty, representing only one-third of the 
State’s wealth, paid three-fourths of 
the State; county and municipal 
taxes, whereas intangible personal 
property. comprising per cent. of 

he State’s wealth, paid only 17 per 
cent. of the total. Mr. Pratt ex- 
pressed the opinion that intangible 
personal property should be willing 
to pay a higher income tax. 

John J. Merrill, State Tax Commis- 
sioner, said he thought the people of 
the State were ‘‘going too far’’ in the 
expenditure of money for public 
school purposes, especially when “it 
was considered that school and high- 
way items constituted two-thirds of 
the State budget.

“But Stevenson alone of all the 

Americans hit always as he was ex- 
pected and came charging into play 
after play to.turn British attacks and 
then to wheel himself to carry the 
ball up into scoring territory. 

There was credit enough for all of 
the Americans. After the first period 
they ran into a game which was hard- 
fought, qll the way through, and fac- 
ing this more or less unexpected op- 
position they fought back with the 
courage of true champions and held 
to ‘the e that the first period had 
given to them. 


George and Dening Mix It Up. 
On the British side too much credit 
cannot be given to Captain Richard 
George and Captain John P. Dening. 


They ‘changed the series from a rout 
to a fight. Up in front of the British 
attack, they both hit harder and 
mixed things up with more abandon 
and more idea of what it was all 
about than did either of their prede- 
cessors. 

_It was a great game, a clash worthy 
of the crowd which came out for the 
first encounter and one which will 
live long in the annals of interna- 
tional pla, . After that opening period 
the British rode neck and neck with 
the Americans and there was mighty 
little to choose between either of 
them. 

It was a pleasant ending to the 
British invasion. It would have been 
an unfortunate thing if the visitors 
had come as many miles as they have 
simply to fade away before such an 
attack as the Americans put on in 
the opening game. 

There was nowhere any begrudg- 
ing of the success which came to the 
Americans yesterday afternoon. They 
won it on sheer ability and on sheer 
courage and they left their names 
indelibly engraved on the annals of 
the sport between the nations. 


Excitement Prevails. 


All of the excitement and hurly- 
burly of mounted men was gone 
through with again yesterday. There 
was the same hurried, apparently 
confused, setting of the stage for the 


game, the same adjusting of .har- 
ness and leg wrappings, the same 
scurrying about of officials and 
employes. 

The British yesterday did not work 
their horses so much as they -had the 
morning of the previous game. They 

ave them a bit of a run in the morn- 
ng and then turned them in early 
to rest until they were brought across 
lots once more to the field. These 
mounts, with their red martingales 
swinging beneath their noses, took 
yesterday afternoon the most bea) ere) 
tant of all the journeys which they 
have encountered since they began 
coming from the corners of India to 
be centred in one group. 

They had traveled more than a 
thousand miles together across India 
on the way to Bombay and the boat; 
they had stood up alongside each 
other 6n the deck of the boat for 
twenty-six days while they sailed to 
England; they had watched the 
waters of the Atlantic from the port- 
holes of their spacious box stalls on 
the way to this country, and they 
had bounced together in motor 
trucks over the roads of Westchester 
and Long Island. But yesterday 
afternoon they had, in a brief walk 
of a quarter-mile or so, the most im- 
portant journey of all. 

They were going to the last stand 
which would make all of this. travel- 
ing they had had either in vain or in 
the eveni of a victory, remote as that 
appeared, another chance for the 
challengers. 


Solemn Parade to Last Stand. 


It was a solemn little cavalcade, 
this journey of the British pony 
string to the last stand. There was 
not so much flashing of white teeth 
in the brown faces of the Indian 


grooms and the bright colors of the 
turbans seemed to stand out in de- 
fiance almost as though they were 
flags carried into battle. 

All through the British ranks be- 
fore the start of the game there was 
a grim, quiet atmosphere. The play- 
ers arrived in twos and threes, rid- 
ing in the huge limousines which 
have been at their disposal during 
the past few weeks. They climbed 
out quickly and walked to their 
picket lines through the confusion 
and whirl of arriving motors and of 
arriving spectators greeting each 
other. These Britons looked neither 
to right nor left and seemed, of all 
the crowd before the start, the only 
ones with a definite purpose in front 
of them. . 

They stepped quickly inside the 
wire -enclosure of their picket line 
and inspected equipment. They han- 
dled mallets and looked over their 
mounts carefully. Finally they stood 
in a little knot together and talked 
quietly, waiting for the timekeeper’s 
Bell which would swing them up in 
the saddle and out on the broad 
green of International Field to start 
their last fight. : 

The atmosphere of the American 
picket line was in marked contrast 
to that in evidence before the start 
of the opening game. The tense state 
of the membcrs of the American 
team which was so apparent before 
the start of the series was markedly 
absent. 


No Tenseness on U. S. Side. 


Before the opening game this | 
American team had not really struck 
its stride. It had not been together 
much in practice and. only.in spots 
had its members played the polo of 
which they were capable. It was 
natural that there should have been 
a taut, anxious feeling, which con- 
tributed no little to the terrific pace 
which they traveled during the game 
itself. 

Yesterday this team was a proven 
quantity holding a tremendous ad- 
vantage, gained with its dash and fire 
on last Saturday. There were no 
signs of overconfidence, for the 
Americans did not underestimate 
their opponents. It was simply that 
the biggest part of their task had 
been done. 

In the meantime there had been a 
bit of significant activity in front of 
the middle section of boxes which 
surround the field clubhouse in the 
west stand. White-coated attendants 
under the solicitous direction of of- 
ficials of ‘the game: set: up-a small, 
prosaic looking table on the lawn in 
front of the stands and then they 
went back into the stands for some- 
thing else. 

They returned in -a moment and 
their burden glinted for a moment 
in a stray shot of sunlight that had 
found its way through the bank of 
@louds. Carefully and gently they 
get the object down on the table and 
then stood back from it. Then a 
gray-uniformed special officer took 
up a lone vigil by the table. The 
International Polo Challenge Cup 
had arrived to sit idly by, an inno- 
cent cause of all. the rumpus and 
work and worry that had prevailed 
during the past months. 


Best Turf of the Season. 

The teams yesterday had the best 
turf for play that they have ridden 
on all Summer.

Smiling . Britisher’s Riding 
_ Feats Draw Roared Ap- 
proval of Thousands. 


IS HERO IN THE BREACH 


Plays Dare-Devil Game in Effort 
to Stem American Tide— 
Crowds Thrill-Satiated. 


The voices of 25,000 persons echoed 
out over International Field yester- 
day, thundering wild approval of 
America’s victory in the interna- 
tional polo championship cup series, 
but all of the cheers and all of the 
applause were not for Tommy Hitch- 
cock and his brilliant riding and 
mallet work, for there was a blue 
shirted and white and blue helmeted 
rider of the British four that had 
caught the eye of this vivid, thrilled, 
exuberant crowd; and had won al- 
most as much esteem in the hearts of 
the throng as had the sandy-haired 
American Mercury. His name was 
John Pitt Dening. 

This tall, smiling Britisher was not 
one of those who rode hard but fruit- 
lessly against the Big Four last Sat- 
urday. He had been relegated to the 
reserves for the opening battle, but 
was thrust into the breach in the 
final effort to even the series and 
give one more chance to Great Brit- 
ain to capture the coveted trophy. 

Captain Dening played a spectac- 
ular, dare-devil game, and he won the 
crowd. His riding off of the dashing, 
dangerous Milburn; his smashing 
long, straight shots, his pulse-quick- 
ening horsemanship, made the crowd 
stand up and cheer him every time 
he did something, and he rode into 
the fray. 

Thrills and More Thrills. 


The crowd came to get some thrills, 
and it got many more than it bar- 
gained for. For it was far from a 
tea party. It was a rough, slam- 
bang game, marked by beautiful 
riding that caught the ever-watchful 
fancy of the crowd. In fact, the 
roughness is what the crowd ad- 
mired, and it got just about the same 
sort of a battle that one would ex- 
pect to see between Army and Navy 
elevens in their annual contest. 

The crowd yesterday did not dif- 
fer in any essentials from that at 
the opening contest on Saturday.

It wasn’t until 3:15 
that any sort of a gathering ap- 
peared. 

The first outlook was that a slen- 
der crowd would witness the contest. 
The day itself was considerably 
warmer than at the opening match. 
The air was more humid and this 
was reflected in the attire of both 
sexes, but more noticeably among 
the fair spectators. It wasn’t pos- 
sible to outdo Saturday’s crowd in 
the matter of colorful tone, but at 
least yesterday’s gay polo enthusiasts 
strove to equal that occasion. 


Aviators Exercise Care. 


There was a considerable more 
buzzing of planes overhead as a pre- 
liminary to the battle. One thing 
about the aviators cruising in this 
territory was their recognition of the 
danger of planes flying over big 
crowds. Before there were many in 
the stands the air pilots crossed and 
recrossed over the field, but as soon 
as the spectators began to fill up 
the long blue stands, the aviators 
ceased their inquisitiveness. 'There- 
after just as many planes droned 
through the skies, but they all were 
po ig to circle well around the 
edges. 

pparently no polo match would 
be complete without F. Ambrose 
Clark and his tallyho.

Hitchcock Again in Great Form, 
He States, but Team-Play

HAS PRAISE FOR BRITISH 


Lauds Their Gallant Stand and the 
Manner In Which They 
Struggled to Win. 


‘We had a fight on our hands in 
the final game and make no mistake 
about that,” declared Devereux Mil- 
burn, Captain of the American team, 
after the game yesterday. He had 
just received the International Chal- 
lenge Cup in behalf of the victorious 
American four and a cup presented 
to himself. He was smiling and very 
much pleased with the triumph. 

“The British certainly played a 
different game today than they did 
on Saturday,’’ said Milburn.

TRAFFIC AT GAME 
IS EASILY HANDLED 


Police Double Guards and Have 
Little Trouble—Many Folks 


Use Trains. 


There was no difficulty whatsoever 
in handling the traffic and parking 
problems at the polo game yesterday. 
The reason was simple enough, for 
there were seemingly twice as many 
police as at the first game and half 
as many people. The parking prob- 
lem, of course, was reduced in pro- 
portion.

Everything was handled smoothly, 
the east stand spectatere flowing 
past to their allotted space with a 
minimum of confusion. Folks were 
permitted to walk across the polo 
field at the north end of Interna- 
tional Field in order to reach their 
seats more quickly. 

Police regulations were stricter 
down at the picket lines, however, 
and folks had to keep on the move. 


LIST OTHER POLO GAMES. 


Open Championship Will Be Played 
on International Field. 


International Field, upon which 
the cup series was played and upon 
which all of the recent matches for 
the challenge trophy have been con- 
tested, will not be the scene of an- 
other such struggle until 1930, but 
it will not be idle for the coming 
open polo championships are to be 
played there. 

The turf which was cut and torn by 
the flying hoofs of the ponies in the 
two games, will be carefully replaced 
and will be in tip top shape for the 
open series. An army of more than 
two dozen ground keepers will get 
to work on the field today. One of 
the largest rollers in use in this 
country is required to roll the field 
and this is drawn by a huge gasoline 
tractor.

The task that awaits the Davis Cup 
Selection Committee in 1928 of con-

tering in the next two, came back 
to outplay the invader by a decisive 
margin in the fifth set, to win the 
match at 6—4, 6—4, 4—6, 3—6:.6—1. 

Not since 1924, when he defeated 
both Takeichi Harada of Japan and 
Jean Borotra of France In the cham- 
pionship, has Hennessey played such 
tennis as he did yesterday. 


Stages a Furious Attack. 


While Cochet failed to,show the 
form that he did against Tilden and 
Johnston last week, it was not en- 
tirely because of a natural let-down 
that might have been looked for, but 
because Hennessey carried the at- 


tack so furiously to him:that it was 
only when Hennessey was ‘forced to 
relax from the strenuousness of his 
exertions that the Lyons youth was 
able to putin his oar. . 

Pasting the ball to the far corners 
with his every forehand drive, with 
his backhand standing up invulner- 
able under the pounding it was sub- 
jected to, and rushing to the net for 
the most ruthless kills and volleys, 
Hennessey was a terror on the at- 
tack, smothering all opposition by 
the impetuousness and daring of his 
stroking. 

Cochet was totally unprepared for 
this sort of opgonien. and unti] the 
score stood against him in the 
third set he was figuting a defensive 
battle, trying to hold off a man who 
turned back his sharpest thrusts with 
amazing recoveries and who fought 
his way out of losing positions, with 
breath taking shots that were thun- 
derously applauded.

Smiling and 
debonair, with his hair flying in his 
face, the Indianapolis player was as 
gallant and irresistible a figure as 
ever captivated a gallery as he 
pressed the attack with a confidence 
that never maned, racing to all sec- 
tors of the court to bring off his 
lightning passing shots and stunning 
overh smashes. 


Cochet Then in Command.

Lazzeri on Huggins. 


It is a positive pleasure to hear Tony Lazzeri dis- 
course on the subject of the Yankee manager. He 
does it in an unusual manner. 

“Huggins! That little shrimp!” roars Tony, giving 
the startled hearer the impression that a break with 
Italy may be expected at any moment, ‘“‘That skinny 
little guy is the greatest feller in the world. Say, that 
measly little runt! He knows more about baseball 
than any blinking lug in the business. That Singer 
midget has a brain bigger'n an elephant. That shriv- 
eled peanut! He treats me white! I’m for him. He’s 
O. K. Coakley! And that goes! See?’’

Connie Mack scrapped a team twelve years ago and 
has been rebuilding with indifferent success ever since. 
And Connie Mack is rated a great manager for any 
number of good reasons. 

Counting 1925. as: part of the reconstruction ‘era, it 
took Huggins but two, seasons to build a new pennant- 
winning team and in this, the third season, he bobbed 
up, with a combination that distanced the field. 

Don’t go behind the returns, gentlemen. Miller Hug- 
gins is elected. It is high time to wire congratulations 
and all that sort of thing. 


The Shattered Dream. 
The odd feature of the whole performance is that 


‘the dusty Miller always had dreams of being a suc- 


cessful manager after his playing days were over, but 
not a manager of a ball club.- No, sir. His ambition 
was to be thé owner and manager of a chain of roller- 
skating rinks.

‘ Apparently,’ the “French Govern- 
ment is a trifle surprised at the 
regentment stirred in Washington by 
its application to American goods of 
the maximum fates of the new 
French tariff. It is now hinted that 
this action will be recalled; and the 
lower rates. placed in force pending 
the .negotiation of a commercial 
treaty between the United States 
and France. Whatever the decision, 
the whole ‘affair suggests that the 
French are not fully aware of the 
extreme sensitiveness .of Americans 
about high tariff taxes when levied 
by any one but themselves. Nor does 
the French Government.seem to be 
aware of the way in. which the 
American Government has its hands 
tied by law in the matter of tariff 
concessions. 

The great: Fordney-McCumber act 
proceeds on the theory - that. this 
country takes everything but gives 
nothing. We are prepared for a tariff 
war, but not for negotiating a tariff 
peace. There are several ways in 
which we may retaliate upon a na- 
tion which we think deals with us 
unfairly in the matter of imports 
and exports. The President can push 
up the rates on foreign goods to the 
extent of 50 per cent. Another tariff 
weapon which we have is the right 
to raise foreign invoices of products 
actually purchased abroad to the 
point where they will be based on 
“ American prices.” It is also’ pos- 
sible for us under our Tariff law to 
penalize foreign countries that 
“dump” upon our beloved’ shores 
goods that are dangerously cheap. 
But that is about the whole story. 

We can quarrel over our tariff, 
but we cannot adjust it to fit the 
needs of a real treaty of commer- 
cial reciprocity, such as that which 
was recently signed between France 
and Germany. The French seem to 
think that they can make a similar 
agreement with us—that they can 
“get something” from America in 
return for their promise to surrender 
their maximum tariff rates upon 
American goods. But they will find 
that ,this is an ‘entire mistake. To 
lower the tariff is almost as treason- 
ablé-for an American Government as 
to lower, the flag in the face of the 
enemy. 

It has been argued by some news- 
papers that this tariff difficulty with 
France can be met by inducing her 
to grant us “ most-favored-nation 
treatment.” Then, it. is innocently 
believed,.we should come in for the 
low tariff rates accorded by France 
to German products, without having 
to make the ‘reciprocal concessions 
which Germany made. But this is 
to ignore wholly the correct inter- 
pretation * of* most*favored-nation 
treaties in connection with special 
commercial agreements. The latter 
are ‘held not to bein‘ conflict with 
the former. When one nation gives 
a favor in return for a favor, it can- 
not be called upon to extend the 
same favor to another country which 
gives it none. Thus the United 
States is pretty effectually. barred 
from getting tariff concessions when 
it will yield none. The animating 
spirit of such agreements has been 
said to be “I give in order that you 
may give.” But a tariff policy that 
gives nothing will get nothing. How-

The 
two most popular American authors 
at Moscow are UPTON SINCLAIR and 
HENRY ForD.. The evils of the capi- 
talist system as expounded by vir- 
tually the last survivor of the muck- 
raker age do not prevent a wistful 
admiration of the material results of 
that same system as illustrated in 
our automobile factories. Soviet 
Russia’s present interest in mass 
production, in scientific manage- 
ment, in the Taylor system, is a re- 
action from the industrial anarchy 
let loose during the early days of the 
Bolshevist revolution and “ workers’ 
control.” LENIN himself, after no 
more than half a year of experimen- 
tation, sounded the retreat. Domi-

THE CHIEF CONGESTER. 

Our ‘court ‘calenders: are. choked 
with accident cases. As United 
States Attorney TUTTLE said the 
other day, they furnish “the bulk 
of the litigation.” : He was severe 
against the contingent fee as “the 
taproot of these cases.” At the 
convention of the American Bar 
Association ‘he -introduced a resolu- 
tion proposing to end the abuses of 
the contingent fee, especially in 
torts, either by statute or by court 
rule directing that contingent agree- 
ments be filed as public documents 
and subject to summary review by 
acourt. Since lawyers differ on the 
subject and since the American Bar 
Association has lofty canons. about 
contingent fees, it is not for the lay- 
man ‘to tamper with these mysteries. 
We await. the authoritative opinion 
and remedy from the committee of 
Judges and lawyers headed by Jus- 
tice DOWLING of the Appellate Di- 
vision. 

These experts have been ponder- 
ing high-piled: accident litigation, 
not merely as a_calendar-clogger, 
but as a breeder of unprofessional 
or evil practices. If they cannot find 
the means of. relief and improve- 
ment, who can? Meanwhile, we 
note in the Journal of the American 
Judicature Society the suggestion 
that arbitration should be applied to 
the innumerable traffic accidents. 
Such is the American passion for 
automobiles that “‘at ‘no distant 
day ” the roads may be as hopelessly 
jammed with cars as the courts are 


temporary, having in mind the re- 
markable growth of commercial ar- 
bitration, says: 

Claims based on torts are as 
amenable to arbitration as con- 
tractual claims. Equal success can 
be expected in accident cases as in 
contract. cases under arbitration 
procedure. The trouble has been 
that we have had no means for 
bringing the parties to traffic ac- 
cidents to the right kind of proce- 
dure to serve their needs. But it 
is hard to believe that this diffi- 
culty will not be eventually over- 
come and a better habit inculcated. 
It would seem timely for automo- 
bile owners’ associations to create 
arbitration committees and lend 
their influence to bringing about a 
change in practice. 

We don’t know whether this gen- 
eral vague proposal will ever take 
concrete form in a trustworthy and 

inexpensive machinery, attractive to 
honest folk of good-will. To the 
other sort, as well as to the bull- 
headed or litigious, it would be no 
thoroughfare. But any extension 
of arbitration is to be welcomed, It 
is hard to believe in any permanent 
ease of the calendars. As the.popu- 
lation and automobile ' population 
shoot ‘along, unless the largest num- 
ber of cases is settled out-of court, 
there will have to be as many courts 
as there now are lawyers., Indeed, 
a not too jaundiced eye may foresee 
the time when every citizen will be 
a Judge, lawyer, court officer, jury- 
man or party. 


HELPING IMMIGRANTS IN 


TROUBLE. 

A number of important changes 
in the Immigration law have been 
suggested by the Commissioner Gen- 
eral of Immigration, Mr. HULL. He 
hopes v0 eliminate the few remaining 
hardships which that law imposes 
in a few individual cases. With this 
purpose there will be nothing but 
sympathy—even from the most ex- 
treme restrictionists. But the de- 
tails of some of his suggestions will 
require careful study. . Mr. HULL is 
reported as favoring admission of 
the wives and parents, as well as 
children up to 21 years of age, of 
aliens who are now legal residents. 

Unless such provisions are care- 
fully guarded, they may pave ihe 
way for admitting from two to four 
or five times the number of aliens 
who enter under the present law. It 
is not impossible to foresee a ruling 
which would enable the father of a 
family alone to be put on the quota, 
and as soon as he arrives to send 
for his wife and ‘chidlren and 
parents. Then one entry on the 
quota would admit an entire family. 

Mr. HULL also expressed himself 
in favor of legislation to regularize 
the status of aliens who have 
entered the country illegally. ‘They 
may be divided into two classes, 
those who came before and those 
who came after 1921. This date 
is ‘named because in that year 
the immigration restriction laws 
first went into effect. Although 
there is much to. be said in favor 
of legalizing the admission of those 
who entered before 1921, there are 
strong arguments against extend- 
ing favors to those who ° entered 
in defiance of the quota laws. In 
the first place, such action would 
put a premium on the smuggling of 
aliens by implying that henceforth 
illegal entrants would by this very 
precedent be almost certain of ex- 
emption from deportation if dis- 
covered. In the second place, by

It‘ is important in’ ‘considering ‘the 
immigration problem to distinguish’ 
between sentimentality.and humane- 
ness. Every possible step should be 
taken to asstire the immigrant’ fair 
treatment and to‘ protect him trom 
‘unnecessary hardships, whether in 
obtaining his visa, or on arrival at 
Ellis Island,: or thereafter: while he 
is waiting to, become.a citizen. But 
this does not mean to place offend- 
ers against the law in the same class 
as those who abide by it. Nor does 
it mean so to‘alter the existing re- 
strictions as to permit the entry of 
large. numbers who at present do 
not. come within the quotas. Mr. 
HULL properly reminds us that most 
of the cases of individual hardship 
to immigrants today are the result 
of their .own actions, with. full 
knowledge of the law as it. stands.

WE KEEP A CUP. 

America has retained. the Inter- 
national, Polo Cup. Fortunately for 
sportsmanship, its polo team .-divided 
the glory in the second and decid- 
ing game with the British. From 
the third period until the final 
whistle blew there was such a con- 
test at Meadow Brook as is not 
often provided for spectators of this 
exciting game, and had the British 
team made a better start a third 
contest would probably have been 
required, although every likelihood 
is that the American four would 
have won the series. For after los-. 
ing the jump in the first two periods 
and again experiencing some of the 
ill fértune .of the breaks of the 
game that marked last: Saturday’s 
struggle, the British suddenly knit 
their play and, riding like madmen 
with ROARK in the lead, gave the 
stands thrill after thrill and at least 
once threatened to make up the 
margin of the victors. 

The lead was too great and the 
British forwards were inclined to 
play too much in the ruck, and the 
ball performed geometrical miracles 


riding like centaurs for America. 
So the trophy will remain here for 
three years at least, and there are 
enough brilliant American substi- 
tutes available to make it likely that 
the British will have to develop a 
team as good as MILBURN’S was last 
Saturday to carry the cup back to 
Hurlingham. Perhaps had the Brit- 
ish played their first game with the 
line-up: of yesterday and had ‘the 
breaks been the other way, the result 
would have conveyed to the non- 
expert public why there was so 
much fear. expressed on Long Is- 
land that this year’s foreign threat 
was very dangerous. But the turn 
was for the victors, and the magnif- 
icent dash with which ‘they played 
when the score grew close entitled 
them to the plaudits they received 
and also to the favors of fortune. 
The better team won, but the losers 
went down in a storm of fighting 
that brought them glory and should 
bring them personal satisfaction. 


ENGINEERING AND FARMING. 

Not long before the President left 
South Dakota he had a visit from 
representatives of the Agricultural 
Engineers. Some of the sensible rec- 
ommendations which they made 
were telegraphed to the newspapers, 
but evoked little comment except 
indignant inquiries by the self- 
anointed friends of the farmer ask- 
ing who on. earth-the Agricultural 
Engineers were, and what possible 
connection there could be between 
engineering and farming. In reality 
the society referred to has been in 
existence some years, and has a good 
record, although admittedly it is be- 
low the horizon of the politicians 
who can see nothing in-agricultural 
problems except possible votes. But 
without. reference to that organiza- 
tion, a remarkable plea for applying 
an engineering mind to farm ques- 
tions comes from the pre-eminently 
farming State of Kansas. It is to be 
found in The Emporia Gazette of 
Sept. 10, and occurs in the course of 
an editorial urging Secretary HOOVER 
for the Presidency. And the par- 
ticular point of the appeal is that he 
is exactly the kind of man whom 
the farmers ought to favor. The 
reason is that, in addition to being a 
thoroughly honest public man of 
long and wide experience, “he has 
“an engineer’s mind which assem- 
“ bles facts, makes his decisions, and 
“follows the truth without any ref- 
“ erence to anything but the truth.” 

Of ‘this quality in executive office 
The Emporia Gazette contends that 
the American farmer is sorely in 
need. He has already too large a 
supply of politicians who flatter him 
and demagogues who promise him 
impossibilities. What he really ought 
to have is a man like Mr. HOOVER 
who will meet the peculiar difficul- 
ties of the farmer, just as he would 
meet those of the manufacturer, the 
merchant, the banker, the working- 
man. “HooveR will turn to the 
“farmers’ problem without preju- 
“dice; with an understanding mind 
“and a sympathetic attitude.” If he 
finally goes to the White House, as 
“the first engineer since WASHING- 
TON * to become President, he will 
apply his special abilities to seeing 





that the farmer gets a square deal

PERSIA AND THE POPPY. 
Persia, once the centre. of,.the 
ancient world, has -shown. herself. 
deserving . ‘of the gratitude of: the 
modern, Of her own volition she‘has 


decided to curtail opium production |’ 


by 10 per cent. annually for the next 
three - years. That’ this step ‘was 
‘taken upon the advice of the com- 
mission appointed by the League of 
Nations, at her request, to study her 
problem ‘and find a)substitute for 
the poppy crop, does not diminish 
the credit due her. It has not been 
an easy problem to solve.. The new 
trade routes of swift communica- 


[tion have passed her by, though as 


the recent course of the world fliers 
shows,. she is. still in the path of 
world. commerce by the shortest 
route., But she is not yet equipped 
with: means of transportation for 
bulky goods. The caravans still wind 
their'slow way over the magnificent 
distances to the gulf or the sea 
with their precious cargoes in small 
packages. 

The problem has been to find sub- 
stitute crops that can be transported, 
though the building of roads and the 
consequent increasing use of motor 
vehicles will make it less necessary 
to think of weight and bulk. The 
commission under the chairmanship 
of FREDERIC A. DELANO, who at great 
personal sacrifice undertook this 
survey, recommended, first, the sub- 
stitution of food crops -and silk for 
opium; second, the adoption of inten- 
sive agricultural methods beginning 
with simple improvements, which the 
farmers could themselves apply; 
third, the development of home in- 
dustries (as the spinning of silk in 
the homes, which would reduce the 
bulk to be transported) ; and, fourth, 
the improvement of transportation. 
This is a large order for a people 
who are as a whole poor—‘“ very 
poor”; who have suffered from fam- 
ine, disease and civil war; who have 
but scanty rainfall except in the 
north, and so must depend upon irri- 
gation; who find it difficult to change 
their ways of doing things, and who 
are, moreover, generally without the 
opportunities for education in new 
methods. 

That Persia should nevertheless 
undertake to restrict her profitable 
output of opium, to the end that in 
a few years only so much will be 
produced as is needed for medicinal 
and scientific purposes, is most cred- 
itable. But it is only a first day’s 
journey on a long; long road to the 
goal which the nations have set for 
themselves. Persia sets an example 
of courageous abnegation as she 
undertakes to change her culture of 
centuries for the sake of the rest 
of the world though to her own 
immediate loss.

He was educated at 
Eton and Oxford, and was about to 
become private to a British 
statesman when his great natural 
fondness for acting turned his career 
to the. stage, 

He later said. that he “owed al- 
most everything to amateur theatri- 
cals,” and st was due to his proven 
skill Pome amateur productions that 
Lily gave him his first pfo- 
fessional engagement, as the mel- 
ancholy Jaques in “‘As You Like 
It.” Before he graduated from Ox- 
ford he had helped found the Uni- 
versity Dramatic Society and had 
also shown ability as a producer in 
arranging many country house per- 
formances for titled hostesses. 

His combination of executive and

“Tris,”’ “The Walls of Jericho”’ and 
“Macbeth.” He has been considered 
at his best in parts, calling for a 
masterful personality. He made a 
great success as Henry VIII while 
associated with Sir Herbert Tree at 
His Majesty’s Theatre in 1900 

Bourchier was noted for his excel- 
lent diction and his mastery of the 
art of make-up. was shown in his 
Macbeth and mg John Silver of 

‘Treasure Island.’’ In the later 
years of his career he appeared in 
several all-star Shakespearian reviv- 
ais. He married Violet ‘Vanbrugh, 
the actress, who divorced him in 1917. 
In-January, 1919, he married Miss 
Kyrie Bellew, the actress whom he 
married nightly on stage in 
‘“‘Seandal”’’ in which they were both 
appearing at the- time. 

Bourchier first acted in this coun- 
try in 1892 when he filled for several 
months the place left vacant by John 
Drew in Augustin Daly’s company.

LONDON, Sept. 14:—Countess Tor- 

by, wife of the Grand Duke Michael 
of Russia, died today in her London 
home’ of heart disease. “For years 
her house has been guarded by the 
police because of her fear of Nihi- 
lists. 

The Countess was a daughter of 
Prince Nicholas of Nassau by his 
morganatic marriage with Countess 
Merenberg, daughter of the great 
Russian poet Pushkin. The Mar- 
chioness of Milford Haven and Lady 
Zia Wernher are her daughters. 

The Grand Duke a Countess 
Torby formerly lived 
great luxury, but the war and the 
Russian Revolution greatly reduced 
the family fortunes. 


The Grand Duke Michael was ban- 
ished from Russia, lost. his military 
rating and was disinherited when he 
married his morganatic wife, the 
Countess Torby, who fled with him 
to England after the ET g ro) 
the Russian Revolution of 1906, In 
England they were sappontod by the 
royal family. In the Grand 
Duke and his ne were established 
in the Kenwood’estate near London, 
but later were reduced to penury by 
financial reverses. 

In 1918 the family fortunes had 
been so reduced that the Grand Duke 
subleased his. property and obtained 
a position as clerk in an office near 
Westminster Abbey, where he re- 
ccived a yearly salary of $2,000. His

It has been predicted for some time 
that the settlement of the contracts 
in the new General Motors common 
stock would cause a sharp expan- 
sion in brokers’ loans.

MINORITY PROTESTS IN VAIN 


Assails Barkers’ Fees and Asks 
That Funds Be Ralsed by 
Sale of New Shares. 


Over the protests of a small but 
outspoken minority stockholders of 
Photomaton, Inc., yesterday ap- 
proved the creation and issuance of 
$900,000 of 7 per cent. cumulative in- 
come sinking fund debentures, the 
changing of the Class A and B stocks 
from $1 par value to no par value 
and the exchange of the new and 
old stocks at the rate of one share 
of no: par stock for each ten shares 
of the old stock. 

The minority, led by Arthur S.

They asserted that the 
debenture issue would involve a com- 
mission of nearly $140,000 to the 
bankers and advocated the raising 
of $900,000 capital by the offering of 
900,000 shares of $1 par Class B com- 
mon stock at par to stockholders in 
the ratio of one-half share for every 
share held. There are about 1,800,- 
000 shares of Class B stock out- 
standing. 

About one hundred shareholders 


attended the meeting. The -number | 


of shares represented by proxies in 
the hands of the management was 


said to be in the neighborhood ‘of’ 


174,000. Mr. Lavanburg’s holdings 
were given as 10,000 Class B shares 
and Mr. Somers’s as 1,500 Class B 
shares. Their holdings and those of 
stockholders who gave them proxies 
totaled about 42,500 Class A and B 
shares. Only Class A shares have 
voting rights. 

Mr. Somers said the bankers who 
would place the debentures would 
receive 5,026 shares of the new Class 
B common, which, at a market price 
of $2 for the old Class B and giving 
effect to the one-for-ten exchange, 
would be equivalent to $100,000, and 
also a cash fee of $38,000. He asked 
unsuccessfully that the Class A, 
Class B and preferred stockholders 
each nominate a representative to 
confer with the management on the 
financing and report next week. 
Seasongood, Haas & Macdonald will 
place the $900,000 debenture issue 
privately. 

Mr. Lavanburg said he had not de- 
cided what further steps to take in 
the matter. The proceeds of the de- 
benture issue will be used to retire 
bank loans and for the production 
and installation of automatic por- 
trait machines. The machines were 
invented by Anatol Josepho. 

The debentures will bear warrants 
entitling the holders on and after 
March 1, 1928, to subscribe new Class

Securities Are Part of $200,000,000 
Sold to Put Germany on Her 
Feet After the War. 


The first call. for redemption of a 
portion of the $110,000,000 German 
loan which was floated in the United 
States in October, 1924, to put the 
Dawes plan in effect, will be sent 
out today by J. P. Morgan & Co 
The call illustrates the economic re- 
covery in Germany since the inaugu- 
ration of the Dawes plan less than 
three years ago. e loan was 
brought out at a price of 92, and the 
bonds closed yesterday on the New 
York . Stock hange at 106%, an 
advance of 14% points over the orig- 
inal offering price. The bonds this 
year have sold as high as 109% and 
as low as 105%. 

The $110,000,000 of bonds sold here 
were part of a total issue of $200,- 
000,000 underwritten by the principal 
nations of the world to set Germany 
on her feet at the time the Dawes 
reparations schedule was put into ef- 
fect. The American offering was 
made by a syndicate headed by J. P. 
Morgan & Co., made up of more than 
1,100 banking houses and bond deal- 
ers. The notice issued by the Mor- 
gan firm yesterday, as a ing agent 
for bonds issued in the United States, 
informs holders that $4,259,800 prin- 
cival amount of the bonds have been 
drawn by lot for redemption on Oct. 
15, at 105, out of moneys in the sink- 
ing fund. The notice says that the 
drawn bonds, including denomina- 
tions of $100, $500 and $1,000, will be 
redeemed on and after that date at 
the call price upon presentation at 
the Morgan offices, Wall Street. 
Interest on all the drawn bonds will 
cease after Oct. 15. 

The bonds, known as German Ex- 
ternal Loan of 1924, 7 per cent. gold 
bonds, are not callable, except for 
sinking fund purposes, until Oct. 15, 
1949, their maturity date.

COMPANY: The Dixie Gulf Gas Company has been in- 
corporated, under the laws of the State of Delaware, to 
construct and operate a pipe line with the. necessary 
branches, gathering lines and compressor stations for the 
purpose of transporting, buying and selling natural gas. 
The northern terminus of the main line will connect with 
the pipe line of the Reserve Natural Gas Company of 
Louisiana, in the vicinity of Waskom, Texas, and will 
extend to points near Houston and Port Arthur. The 
total length of the main pipe line, exclusive of gathering 
lines, will be approximately 300 miles.

A further sharp recovery occurred 
in cotton yesterday under the influ- 
ence of record consumption figures 
for August and a weekly weather 
bulletin which reflected little change 
in the crop outlook despite favorable 
weather. After a three-quarter of a 
cent upturn the previous day prices 
rose another half cent and ended 
with a gain of 47 to 60 points. The 
recent break of over 3 cents brought 
prices to a more attractive level 
from the trade standpoint, and ‘a 
large quantity. of contracts was 
taken from the market the . past 
forty-eight hours. 

The sharp rebound of a cent and 
a quarter brought out contracts from 
commission house interests which 
have been carried during the prog- 
ress of the previous severe decline 
and at the same time the rapid pick- 
ing and ginning of the new crop 
created selling’ pressure from the 
South. Considering the extent of 
the. day’s advance, however, hedg- 
ing operations the last half hour 
were not as heavy as anticipated. 

During the first hour active buy- 
ing carried the list up a quarter of 
a cent, when the gain of a cent a 
pound from the low of the week en- 
countered cotton and started a set- 
back of $2 a bale. When the census 
report was posted showing 633,000 
bales used by domestic mills com- 
pared with 500,000 last year, a 
scramble for contracts started an 
upward movement that lifted prices 
nearly three-quarters of a cent be- 
fore the demand could be supplied. 
Around 22% cents for December, 
the quantity of cotton available in- 
creased and halted the improvement, 
with a 20-point setback the last hour.

Tariff Commission Decides Not 
to Send Agents There, as 
Ambassador Protests,

WASHINGTON, Sept, 14.—Fol- 
lowing vigorous protests by. Sefor 
Puyrredon, Argentine Ambassador 
to the United States, 
States Tariff Commission has decid- 
ed not to send agents to that country 
to gather information on the cost 
of producing corn and flax seed, 
under the flexible tariff provisions 
of the Fordney-McCumber law. 
President Coolidge approved but 
did not dictate the course taken. The 


commission canceled the sailing of 
five cost agents under the direction 
of Professor Warren. of Cornell. Uni- 
versity, who had planned to leave 
on Sept. 24 for Buenos Aires 

While the flexible tariff provision 
has been a subject of considerable 
concern to officials, this is the first 
time a direct conflict with another 
Government has occurred. 

That the people of Argentina at 
the present time are ‘‘sore’’ at the 
United States for two reasons formed 

e basis of Senor Pueyrredon’s rep- 
proche: verdad 

e Ambassador let it be known 
that permission to enter would not 
be refused to the coast agents, but 
made it clear that they would be un- 
welcome because of the present at- 
titude of his ot and that such 
@, visit would damage the good rela- 
tions of the two countries. 

One reason for Argentinian feeling 
is the application of regulations by 
the Department of Agriculture 
against beef coming from countries 
infested with foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease. The other is the agitation that 
attended the Sacco-Vanzetti case. 

“The commission now intends to 
use whatever means it can find in 
this country uvon which to base an 
estimate of the most of production in 
Argentina. 

Representations were made to the 
Ambassador that it would be to the 
advantage of his country if ents 
were to go there and get the facts 
first hand because of the possibility 
that, depending on information in 
this country, the commission might 
find a lower cost of production than 
is actually the case. Sefior Pueyrre- 
don did not seem sufficently con- 
vinced by this point to withdraw his 
objection.

or” market: conditions or the business ability of the borrower would warrant. There seems to 
exist, then, . a. too-conservative - financial - policy as well as. the ill-thought-of “shoe-string” 


policy. 


Between these two there are: vyitenneliiabs grades. of which we shall select two as typical, 
making-in all four financial- methods by which a building may be constructed: First, the too- 
conservative method ; second, the conservative; third, the unconservative; fourth, the “shoe- 


‘ string” method. & fifth is: the French Plan method -which differs ‘from the conservative 
bs method ‘only because: the. cash required in addition to the proceeds of the mortgage is partici- 


pated‘in by many investors. 


The first’ or too-congervative-method would be to pay for the land and the building in cash 
without: borrowing. any part of.the cost. This method is but rarely used. It will be noticed in 
Table No. 1 that 27:5% of the gross income would be: required to pay the ,operating costs. 
Therefore, : not until the average rental ‘had: dropped 72.5% would the. owner of the building 
undergo any difficulty jn‘retaining the property. He would merely lose, until conditions.im- 
proved, the income upon his. original investment.
